MINUTES OF MEETING, 4 August 1977 


1. (U) The Chairman provided a brief historical sketch of the 
Working Group's activities and reiterated its purposes, 


2. (C) The Chairman reviewed the “Concept for a Nuclear Prolifera- 


Officer for Nuclear Proliferation and based on a DIA contract study by 
concerning the monitoring of nuclear proliferation. The concept 
paper was discussed at length and participants agreed to move forward 


toward the establishment of a Community data base on a step-by-step 
basis.

3. (S) Members agreed to the following as the next step in this 
process; 


@ To use the topical categories listed in and as assigned 
(ERDA, CIA, DIA, INR) in Paragraph 7 of the "concept" 
paper as the basic framework for a Community nuclear 
proliferation data base. 


@ To use the categories, Sub-categories and questions 
contained in the[___]study, Monitoring Nuclear Proliferation 
(U), matching them to the topical categories in paragraph 7 
referenced above. Also, use Section II of the IR&DC Nuclear 
Weapons and Materials Detection Subcommittee draft report 
to augment the[L____]questions as appropriate (Section II 
handed out at the 4 August meeting). 
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@ To distribute the materials developed above among all 


the agencies organizations/individuals listed at Tab D 
for review and comment. 


4. (S) The task facing the DBWG/NP is difficult and the time 
constraint is short. But the product of this effort should provide 
the basis for a comprehensive Community nuclear proliferation data 
base, a possible structure for a universal filing system, and a tool 
to store and access data on a timely basis.
